MARKET FEARS 


Traders raise concerns about high street redevelopment

“THE market will die and won’t 
be revived” if council plans to re¬ 
develop the High Street go ahead, 
some traders have warned. 

The works - which fall under 
the umbrella of “Plan E” - are due 
to begin immediately after the Ep¬ 
som Derby in early June. 

They include extensive high¬ 
ways works and the relocation of 
bus stops, taxi ranks and pedestri¬ 
an crossings. 

Sellers on the market stalls com¬ 
plained disruption caused would 
damage their livelihoods and in¬ 
convenience shoppers - especially 


elderly residents whose reduced 
mobility means they rely heavily 
on the market. 

Joe Bates, who sells household 
appliances, said noise and dust 
created by diggers would dissuade 
people from visiting his stall. 

The 52-year-old from Alexandra 
Road, Epsom, said: “It would kill 
it - absolutely kill it. 

“There will be noise and dirt 
and it would be a health and safety 
hazard, having all that dust flying 
up near the food stalls. 

“In Kingston they’ve got a lot 
more shops so the town centre 
could survive but here what is 
there? 

“The market will die and they 
won’t be able to revive it.” 

Traders, most of whom live 


outside of the borough, also said 
Epsom and Ewell council did not 
properly consult with them. 

Flower seller Jamie Dawson, 
who lives in Reading, said all he 
had heard were rumours and the 
council had not contacted him - 
but he stood to lose up to 50 per 
cent of his income. 

The 38-year-old said: “I work 
here Thursdays to Saturdays, so if 
we had to pack up that’s like half 
my income. 

“I don’t know what’s going on 
because I don’t live in the area and 
the council never send someone 
around to talk to us or consult. 

“There was a local council meet¬ 
ing I believe, but it was badly ad¬ 
vertised and we only found out 
about it a day before.” 


Nauman Soomro, who sells 
women’s clothes at the market, 
and Abdulla Barai, of Clock Tow¬ 
er Cars, warned of the inconven¬ 
ience caused to the town’s elderly 
population. 

Mr Soomro said he worried 
elderly women who do not drive 
would no longer have a place to 
shop if the market were forced to 
close. 

Mr Barai, 21, said: “We’re going 
to have to move our taxi rank - it 
means elderly people will have 
to cross a very busy road, which 
could be dangerous.” 

An Epsom and Ewell Council 
spokesman said while more de¬ 
tails would be released closer to 
the start date, disruption will be 
kept to a minimum.

The first casualties of ‘orphan season’ 


A TINY fox cub so young it still 
had its umbilical cord and pla¬ 
centa attached may have been 
one of the youngest creatures 
ever taken in by a Leatherhead 
animal charity. 

The cub, taken in by volun¬ 
teers at the Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation (WAF) in Randalls Road, 
Leatherhead, was thought to be 
just 30 minutes old. 

The newborn was found in a 
garden in Capel by a member of 
the public and taken to the ani¬ 
mal charity hospital on Friday, 
March 3. 

The male cub was checked by 
WAF’s staff vet and placed in a 


heated incubator. 

It is now being cared for by 
volunteers who will bottle feed 
it every two hours until it is old 
enough to be weaned and even¬ 
tually released back into the 
wild. 

Staff at WAF believe the fox 
had been abandoned by its moth¬ 
er - making him WAF’s first 
casualty of ‘orphan season’, the 
name given to the annual influx 
of baby animals arriving at the 
hospital throughout the spring 
as wildlife starts to breed. 

The day after it arrived, WAF 
volunteers also took in two baby 
squirrels which had been aban¬ 


doned by their parents after a 
tree surgeon accidentally cut 
into the trunk their nest was 
housed in. 

As WAF gears up for its busi¬ 
est time of the year, founder Si¬ 
mon Cowell is asking members 
of the public to be on the look¬ 
out for orphaned animals. 

The foundation is appealing 
for donations. 

Each species of young that ar¬ 
rives needs specially formulat¬ 
ed milk and the food bill alone 
will cost £1,500 a month. 

The orphans also need heat¬ 
ed cages which can cost up to 
£3,000.

'Disgusting’ paedophile, 53, jailed

SELF-DECLARED paedo¬ 
phile hunters caught a “dis¬ 
gusting, vile” married Tad- 
worth man who drove to meet 
a fictional 14-year-old girl in 
Luton. 

Christopher Aylward, 53, 
of Preston Lane, Tadworth, 
loaded his van with baby 
oil, condoms and blankets, 
according to ‘paedo hunters’ 
Chris Fear - the group be¬ 
hind the sting operation. 

He was arrested in Janu¬ 
ary and jailed last week. 

Aylward was sentenced 


to 15 months in prison and 
has to sign the sex offenders 
register for 10 years after ad¬ 
mitting one count of arrang¬ 
ing and facilitating child sex 
offences. 

He was sentenced in Luton 
Crown Court on March 7. 

The group claim Aylward 
is one of about 30 online 
predators caught by the 
group since its inception 
eight months ago. 

A spokesperson from Chris 
Fear paedo hunters said: “He 
was one of the worst. 

“He brought over 50 con¬ 
doms and baby oil and blan¬ 
kets and went into detail on 
what he was going to do to 
the young child.” 


In a video posted by the 
group, Aylward initially de¬ 
nies bringing baby oil and 
condoms with him to meet 
the “14-year-old girl” when 
confronted in Luton on Sat¬ 
urday, January 23. 

When he is told the police 
are on their way to arrest 
him, he tried to walk off but 
is cornered by two large men 
and told, “You’re not going 
anywhere”. 

The video shows Aylward 
trying to call his wife, but 
his phone was confiscated by 
one of the hunters. 

A member of the group 
tells him: “You have dug 
yourself a hole. 

“You are actually the worst 


one we have caught yet. You 
are a disgusting, vile man.” 

As he tries to enter a near¬ 
by supermarket, he is asked, 
“Is it acceptable, what you 
have done?” 

He replies, “No. I only did 
it for laugh”. 

Aylward is then asked: 
“You have turned up with 
condoms, baby oil and a blan¬ 
ket in your BMW Transport¬ 
er to have sex with a young 
girl, haven’t you?” 

He replies: “It was muck¬ 
ing about.” 

Aylward was later arrest¬ 
ed by Bedfordshire Police on 
suspicion of child grooming 
offences.

Architect shortlist for Vale forest ‘visitor hub’ is revealed 


THE shortlist of architects to 
design a new ‘visitor hub’ at a 
forest in Langley Vale to com¬ 
memorate the First World 
War has been announced. 

Langley Vale Wood - a 640- 
acre site on the border of Ep¬ 
som Downs and Mole Valley 
was named England’s First 
World War Centenary Wood 
in 2014. 

It will be the only wood of 
its kind in England, with an¬ 
other three to be planted, one 
each in Scotland, Wales and 


Northern Ireland. 

The new hub will provide 
visitors with shelter and pub¬ 
lic convenience facilities but 
also welcome, inspire and en¬ 
courage them to explore the 
landscape beyond, the Wood¬ 
land Trust said. 

On top of a war memori¬ 
al, the forest will also boast 
areas of wildflower mead¬ 
ow, newly-planted trees and 
paths accessible to wheel¬ 
chairs and pushchairs. 

Mark Wray Architects, 


from Bath, is joined by Lon¬ 
don-based MORE Design and 
Studio Octopi on the short¬ 
list, and all three will present 
their proposals in late April. 

The competition to design 
the visitor hub attracted 
more than 250 entries. 

Beccy Speight, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Woodland Trust 
and competition judge, said: 
“Selecting just three designs 
from more than 250 entries 
was incredibly difficult. 

“But we were thrilled to 


see how our First World War 
Centenary Woods project had 
captured the imaginations of 
so many. 

“Creating this visitor hub 
at Langley Vale is very im¬ 
portant to us. 

“We want it to be not only a 
place of remembrance, but a 
valuable local resource. 

“This will be our first vis¬ 
itor hub in England, and is 
just part of our wider plan 
to provide facilities which 
enhance the experience for 


anyone spending time in our 
woods.” 

The trust also said the re¬ 
search, imagination and com¬ 
munication of ideas from the 
three shortlisted firms were 
‘astonishing’.

Emotional 
help hub 
launched 

A NEW free drop-in centre 
for those with emotional and 
mental health problems in 
Epsom was launched last 
week. 

Safe Haven is a free 
evening service - running 
from 6pm until 11pm every 
evening at the Larches in 
Waterloo Road - set up by 
Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG). 

The CCG describes Safe 
Haven, which opened on 
March 7, as an informal 
service which offers help 
and support to anyone going 
through an emotional or 
mental health crisis. 

There are private spaces 
for one-on-one time with 
a professional, as well as 
access to peer support from 
others attending the Safe 
Haven. 

And although this service 
is based in Epsom, it is open 
to everyone and visitors can 
be referred to other services 
if necessary, the CCG said. 

The service was launched 
in partnership with Surrey 
and Borders Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust 
(SABP), Mary Frances Trust, 
and Surrey County Council. 


Plans to demolish derelict estate for 
30 affordable homes get green light 


A DERELICT estate in Epsom will be demolished 
to make way for 30 affordable homes six years af¬ 
ter its restoration was first discussed and without 
the doctor’s surgery councillors had hoped would 
be created. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough Council’s planning 
committee voted unanimously in favour of pro¬ 
posals for new affordable housing in Hollymoor 
Lane, Epsom, that could house more than 75 peo¬ 
ple. 

The site was first earmarked for redevelopment 
in 2010 and previous plans had included provision 
for a doctor’s surgery. 

However waiting for NHS funding and for appli¬ 
cations from appropriate agents delayed council 
decisions on the site. 

Approval now means building can begin on 
renovating the vacant estate with 21 two-bed flats, 
three three-bed houses, four four-bed houses, two 
five-bed houses and a new retail convenience store 
to replace Epsom Stores. 

Labour councillor Vince Romagnuolo of Court 
ward, in which the Hollymoor Lane site is located, 
celebrated the application being passed. 

He said: “This has been a long time coming. The 
scheme has been on the books for some time, but 
unfortunately that fell by the wayside. 

“The area is quite derelict and not just from the 
past decade, but from even before that. 

“So I’m delighted that it has got this far.” 

Conservative councillor Jan Mason said: “I 
think this is something that the estate will val¬ 
ue. It is not going to be a blight on the estate an¬ 
ymore.” 

There are currently about 150 families current¬ 
ly designated as “homeless” or “at risk” of home¬ 
lessness within the borough. 

But the 77 beds of the Hollymoor Lane devel¬ 
opment is to be just the start of the fight against 
homelessness in the borough, according to the 
council. 

Chairman of the RA group, Councillor Neil Dal- 
len said: “We have been trying to get something 
done for some years now, and I think we have had 
a good result. 

“There is a demand for affordable housing that

we’ll probably never meet, but we will do our best. 

“We have a lot of good things going on, and 
hopefully during the next 12 months we will reap 
the benefits.” 

A council spokesman said: “In the past six 
years the borough council, with its partners, have 
been responsible for more than 80 new affordable 
homes per annum. 

“Over the next three years we anticipate deliv¬ 
ering almost 120 new affordable homes each year.” 

Approval was granted at a planning committee 
meeting last Thursday, March 10.

Man ‘fed up’ 
with trolleys 

A FRUSTRATED Ewell resi¬ 
dent said he is “exasperated 
and fed up” of seeing discard¬ 
ed trolleys which have been 
thrown over a fence next to a 
Ewell supermarket.

Bar owner claims fighting

A CAGE fighting event at 
Epsom Downs racecourse 
might be linked to a violent 
attack hours later outside 
a nightclub, an Epsom bar 
owner has suggested. 

One person was hospi¬ 
talised with head and face 
injuries and another had 
minor injuries after a ‘vi¬ 
olent attack’ outside Ele¬ 
ments nightclub on Epsom 
in the early hours of Sunday, 
March 6. 

On Saturday evening, Fu¬ 
sion Fighting held a mixed 
martial arts cage fighting 
event at Epsom Downs race¬ 
course. 

At a business networking 
event on Thursday, it was 
discussed by members of pu- 
bwatch that the cage fighting 
event was linked to the town 
centre violence later on, and 
it was not the first time. 

Josh Massen, who owns 
the Faraday bar in Church 
Street, Epsom said he has

had problems involving 
fights and drug use after sim¬ 
ilar events. 

However the general man¬ 
ager of Epsom Downs race¬ 
course, Simon Durrant said 
the venue has never seen any 
violent incidents. 

Mr Massen said: “These 
events happen every three 
to six months and we’ve had 
a number of fights in our 
place, especially when we 


i head and facial injuries outside 

weren’t notified in advance. 
After the fight they’re all 
pumped up and they’ve had 
a drink and if you get ten 
of them in a fight they’re 
bloody hard to manage.” 

However Mr Massen said 
when he has warning of 
the events his door staff are 
briefed and fewer problems 
arise. 

He confirmed there were 
no issues at the Faraday af-

ter this particular event and 
Surrey Police declined to say 
whether the two events were 
linked. 

Mark Hobbs, director of 
Fusion Fighting said: “Fu¬ 
sion has never had any trou¬ 
ble at any of our 20 events 
since our inaugural show 
five years ago. 

“I struggle to find any rel¬ 
evance in your story and the 
incidents.

Investigating officer De¬ 
tective Constable David Fair, 
said: “I would appeal to an¬ 
yone who either witnessed 
this offence unfolding or who 
has information on those re¬ 
sponsible to contact officers 
with information.”

THE Conservative candi¬ 
date for the Surrey Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) has 
slammed the “vile” comments 
of the incumbent commissioner 
Kevin Hurley, who said he want¬ 
ed to “break [the] legs” of a crim¬ 
inal. 

Kevin Hurley expressed his 
frustration after “years of listen¬ 
ing to misery and seeing crimi¬ 
nals avoid the severe sentences 


they deserve” in a passionate 
Facebook post in the early hours 
of the morning. 

One of his election rivals, Con¬ 
servative candidate David Mun- 
ro, criticised the outspoken Mr 
Hurley’s comments, saying con¬ 
doning vigilantism was an “utter 
disgrace” to the legal system. 

Mr Hurley is up for re-election 
on Thursday, May 5, for the post 
he has held since November 2012. 

In a Facebook update posted at 
12.37am on Thursday, March 10, 
Mr Hurley wrote: “I sometimes 
think after 34 years involved 
in policing I’ve had enough. 


“Hearing the tales of victims 
is upsetting - their pain, their 
frustrations, their fear and their 
disappointment at our criminal 
justice system - well it’s wearing 
and painful. 

“After years of this I was an¬ 
gry, this criminal has destroyed 
the confidence of a family. 

“I wanted to go out and see the 
stabber and batter him.” 

Conservative candidate for the 
Surrey PCC David Munro has 
since condemned Mr Hurley’s 
comments.

SCC backs 
Crossrail 2 

SURREY County Council be¬ 
lieve Crossrail 2 is “just the 
ticket” and should go ahead. 

Former Labour peer Lord 
Adonis published Transport 
for a World City, his report 
into national infrastructure, 
on March 10, in which he rec¬ 
ommended Crossrail 2 be tak¬ 
en forward as a priority. 

The county council support 
Lord Adonis’ claim, saying it 
will benefit commuters and 
businesses across Surrey 

SCC’s cabinet member for 
environment and planning 
Mike Goodman said: “This 
report proves that Crossrail 
2 is just the ticket for the 
region’s overburdened rail 
network and the country’s fu¬ 
ture prosperity. 

“Not only will the line 
speed up journeys, it will 
drive economic growth in 
London, Surrey and way be¬ 
yond, which is why we have 
put forward the case for ex¬ 
tending the line to Woking 
and Dorking.” 

In his report, interim 
chairman of the National 
Infrastructure Committee 
Lord Adonis stated: “Cross¬ 
rail 2 should be viewed as an 
investment of national sig¬ 
nificance, because of its im¬ 
pact beyond Greater London 
and its importance in reliev¬ 
ing nationally important rail 
terminal and interchange 
stations.”

ZONE 6 for Epsom, improved 
parking, signs and transport 
and cleaner streets could be 
achieved if the town’s busi¬ 
nesses pool together to make 
it happen. 

That is the view of dozens 
of business people from Ep¬ 
som who got together to dis¬ 
cuss the town’s future. 

Ideas on how to improve 
Epsom town centre and the 
surrounding area were de¬ 
bated in a discussion about 
whether to form a Business 
Improvement District (BID) 
in the town. 

This would mean a defined 
area could be made within 
which businesses must pay a 
levy to fund projects locally, 
such as a pubwatch or events 
for families and residents to 
enjoy 

In Camberley, for example, 
there has been a vintage car 
show, rooftop cinema and 
themed family fun days paid 
for by the BID group called 


Collectively Camberley. 

Louise Punter, chief exec¬ 
utive of Surrey Chambers of 
Commerce, who hosted the 
event last Thursday, said: “In 
the last 15 years we have tried 
to address different issues. 

“What a BID does is it gives 
us some focus and resourc¬ 
es.” 

The following priorities 
were deemed most pressing: 

- Better branding to pro¬ 
mote Epsom’s heritage and 
association with the Epsom 
Derby and Epsom Salts. 


- Improved access to the 
town centre from Epsom sta¬ 
tion. 

- Clear signs to the town 
centre from Epsom station. 

- Zone 6 for Epsom so peo¬ 
ple can use Oyster cards to 
travel more easily 

- A cleaner town. 

- Unique retailers to be at¬ 
tracted to the area. 

- To make parking better 
and cheaper. 

- To improve the transport 
network, so buses and trains 
run later. 


- More control for local peo¬ 
ple over use of town centre 
buildings. 

There are 203 BIDs in the 
UK, with anything from 50 to 
1,000 businesses in, depend¬ 
ing on the size of the town or 
city. 

Speaking at the event at 
the Epsom Playhouse, organ¬ 
ised by town centres manag¬ 
er Alanna Coombes, Steve 
Whiteway of Epsom Coach¬ 
es, said: “There is a percep¬ 
tion of our more elderly cus¬ 
tomers that they don’t want 


to go out at night because 
they think that it is a ghetto 
and they might get mugged 
on the bus. 

“That is not the case.” 

Licensees from pubs in the 
town said they wanted to see 
a late-night bus service to 
avoid the build-up of queues 
for the taxi rank, which they 
say would reduce anti-social 
behaviour. 

A park and ride scheme 
into the town from Epsom 
Downs was proposed by Kim 
Eden of Marks and Spencer, 
but racecourse manager Si¬ 
mon Durrant said there were 
a lot of challenges and re¬ 
strictions in using the Downs 
land. 

The next stage would see 
businesses consulted on the 
plans with a survey and fur¬ 
ther discussion events. 

A boundary for the district 
would have to be agreed by 
the BID group, which could 
extend further than the town 
centre.

Centre’s closure will 
end Cybil’s art classes

‘A DAMN shame’ is how a 
98-year-old Epsom woman has 
described the council’s closure 
of the Wells Centre where she 
has been going to an art class 
every week for 17 years. 

Cybil Johnson, 98, who paint¬ 
ed a stunning watercolour of the 
Wells Centre to mark its closure, 
said her reduced mobility means 
she would not be able to get to 
the new Longmead Centre and 
she is preparing to give up her 
hobby entirely 

In the face of local Govern¬ 
ment cuts, Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council decided in Decem¬ 
ber to close the centre, relocating 
social services to the Longmead 
Centre in Sefton Road. 

The centre will remain open 
for community groups to run 
their own clubs but these would 
not be funded by the council - 
with those not financially viable 
inevitably closing, Councillor 
Eber Kington confirmed. 

Cllr Kington, of the Residents’ 
Association, said the ‘very diffi¬ 
cult’ decision was taken because 
of severe cuts to funding from 


the Government, but said it was 
only fair to the taxpayer that all 
clubs should be affordable. 

Mrs Johnson, of the Crescent 
in the Wells Estate, went to the 
class every Wednesday for the 
past 17 years, when the Wells 
Centre first opened. 


She said: “The Wells Centre 
was really good for people like 
me to have somewhere to meet. 

“I used to love it. I used to 
go every Wednesday and it’s a 
damn shame it’s closing. I had a 
mobility scooter but at my age I 
can’t use that any more.”

Sainsbury's Belgian Dark 
Chocolate Easter Egg with Cocoa 
Nibs (220g), £6: Opening this egg 



genuinely brings a smile to your 
face. It's colourful splashes across 
a dark glossy surface delightful 
and the subsequent aroma is 
rousing. There's no frills with this 
egg - no little tasters or addition¬ 
al bars, but the chocolate 
melts on the tongue and is 
smooth enough to just eat and 
eat and eat.

What's new? The DS brand is one 
of the youngest and least-under¬ 
stood on British roads. Intended 
as an upmarket spin-off from 
Citroen, DS began life selling 
upgraded versions of existing 
models from the popular French 
carmaker. Now, though, it has truly 
begun the process of building its 
own identity and style - the latter 
being immensely important to 
this fledgling carmaker. 

One of the company's aims is to 
tap into the idea of French luxury. 
It does this by using high-end 
materials, including innovative 
aesthetic features, and emphasis¬ 
ing individuality and customisa¬ 
tion. The latest addition to their 
stable is the DS3 Cabrio, a stylish 
little roll-top that will compete 
with the likes of the Mini 
Convertible. 

Looks and image: It looks like 


nothing else on the road, let alone 
the supermini segment. Strong, 
assertive lines and in-your-face 
decorative touches make this one 
of the only small cars guaranteed 
to turn heads. The fact that this is 
a cabriolet (albeit not a fully-open 
convertible) gives this car a bold 
attitude. 

The ability to personalise your 
DS is something the company is 
proud of. With millions (literally) 
of possible combinations across 
the whole DS3 range, you're likely 
to build yourself a unique car if 
you delve into the almost-endless 
options list. Fun little additions 
like a basic sketch of some 
Parisian architecture on the 
dashboard give you something 
to look at - valuable in a world 
dominated by underwhelmingly 
grey car interiors. 

Space and practicality: It's a small 



car, but the DS does let itself 
down a bit in the practicality 
stakes. The firm claims that the DS 
can transport five adults, but 
they'd all be fairly cramped. The 
driver sits in an unusual position, 
which might not suit taller (or 
wider) individuals. A lack of 
cupholders is noticeable, and the 
£100 optional arm rest obstructs 
the handbrake and, to an extent, 
the gear stick. 

Still, the boot is larger than that 
of the Mini Convertible, and as an 
urban runaround, the DS presents 


a good combination of style and 
space. If you want out-and-out 
functionality, look elsewhere. 
Behind the wheel: The petrol DS3 
Cabrio is a likeable car with a 
pretty engine note - important in 
a car with a folding roof. The 
steering is light and responsive, 
enough to rival the Mini's han¬ 
dling. Opening the roof almost 
entirely eliminates the meagre 
rear visibility, though. 

The ride quality is adequate 
around town, but on high-speed 
roads with potholes, you begin to 


notice that this is a small car 
rather than the old-fashioned 
French saloon it sometimes feels 
like. DS uses the word "hyper¬ 
comfort" to describe the trade¬ 
off between driving pleasure 
and conventional physical ease. 
On the tatty, pockmarked sur¬ 
faces of British motorways, 
there's nothing hypercomfort¬ 
able about the DS3. 

Value for money: Some say 
pricey, others say premium - 
the fact remains that the fit 
and finish of the DS3 is superior
